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Two Bus Route Areas 
To Be Re-evaluated

The school administration will re-eval- 
uate two “‘potentially hazardous’’ areas 
where children currently walk to school, 
the Canterbury Street neighborhood and the 
Smithshire Estates neighborhood, the 
School Committee was told Tuesday night. 

Business Manager Francis Paul told the 
committee his staff would ‘‘go back and re- 
evaluate’ those areas, using a new set of 
“very specific and objective’ criteria for 
determining whether areas are hazardous 
for walking children. 

School officials, working with the police 
department, will evaluate all requests for 
bus transportation using the new standards, 
Paul said. Among the questions the school 
department will ask are whether road con- 
ditions change during commuting rush 
hours and during the winter. 

School Committee Chairman Richard 
Neal said he expected the business man- 
ager to return with recommendations dur- 
ing the committee's next meeting, 
scheduled for Oct. 4. 

The committee’s current transportation 
policy provides buses for elementary school 
children who live more than 1.5 miles from 
school, and secondary school children who 
live more than two miles from school — 
with exceptions made for those who live in 
‘potentially hazardous”’ areas. 

Paul added that kindergarten children 
who live more than 1.5 miles from school 
are transported on regular day buses; at 
noon, kindergarteners leaving or arriving 
at school are bused if they live more than 
one mile from school, Paul said. (Kinder- 
garteners attend school for half a day, ei- 
ther in the morning or in the afternoon.) 

Tanya Adams of Canterbury Street, rep- 
resenting a group of neighborhood parents, 
Said the residents are most concerned about 
two kindergarten students on the street who 
must walk ‘‘well over the 1.5-mile limit’’ to 
West Elementary School. She said the two 
are supervised only by other children 

We would like safe transportation for 


our children,’ Adams said, calling Lowell 
Street ‘‘much too busy’’ for the children to 
walk along safely. 

She added that the residents considered it 
‘‘a slap in the face”’ that children who live 
on Stafford Lane in the new Andover Coun- 
try Club development off Canterbury Street 
are bused, and walk past Canterbury Street 
homes to reach a bus stop at the corner of 
Canterbury and Lowell streets. 

The chairman replied that the committee 
would wait for the administration's review 
of the area before acting on the parents’ 
request 

Superintendent Kenneth Seifert, howev- 
er, said that if the two kindergarten stu-

‘“flexibility’’, and instructional programs 
are growing ‘more restricted.”’

About Our People 
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Brightening Lives With Song And Dance 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


They sing, they dance, they ham it up 
and they brighten the hearts of all who see 
them. They are the Jellybeans, a group of 
talented girls and boys from grades three 
through nine who came together at the 
Andover/North Andover YMCA 

YMCA volunteer Josie Walker, an And- 
over resident and West Elementary School 
music teacher, started the group three 
years ago with a handful of students, no 
more than eight. By last spring, the Jelly- 
beans had grown to include about 30 young 
Singers and dancers 

The group has attracted so many inter- 
ested children this fall that next month, the 
Y will hold its first auditions for the group 

and about 50 would-be Jellybeans are 
expected to try out 

YMCA Program Director Cathy Dawson 
says there is ‘‘a need’ for a performing 
group like the Jellybeans, and she attrib 
utes its popularity among local children to 
Josie Walker's teaching style 

It's because of the positiveness,’’ she 
explains. “The children are never knocked 
down. They build up a very positive self 
image. They have a great time with it, they 
really do 

Mrs. Walker adds that the group was born 
at a time when ‘‘the arts are growing In ou! 
society. In a very technological period, 
people want to do something for them 
selves,’’ she explains. ‘‘And they want to do 
more than just observe they want to 
participate 

\s a Y volunteer, Mrs. Walker started out 
supervising pool and gym classes, but she 
wanted to offer children at the Y some of 
her musical background. She also wanted to 
teach her own children music and drama, 

and that’s not something you do in your 
living room with three kids.”’ 

The Jellybeans so christened when 
someone remarked that in their stage at 
tire, brightly-colored polo shirts and navy 
pants, they looked like ‘‘a bunch of jelly- 
beans meet at the Y every Monday 
afternoon for nearly two hours of music and 
drama classes with Mrs. Walker. (An hour- 
long drama class includes students who are 
not in the performing group; the Jellybeans 
stay on for another 45 minutes after class. ) 

They learn ‘“‘body awareness and con 
trol,"’ Mrs. Dawson says, along with popu 
lar songs, movements to go with the songs 
mime, and various acting exercises (like 

freezing’’ into poses or reciting letters of 
the alphabet with emotion) 

YMCA officials asked the Jellybeans to 
perform at the Y’s annual meeting two 
vears ago, and after that debut more re 
quests to perform followed: They have 
since strutted their stuff before the Elks, 
senior citizens groups and local Girl Scout 
Lroops 

Their next performance will be 1 to 3 
Sunday afternoon at Andover High School 
where they will help celebrate the opening 
of the J. Everett Collins Performing Arts 
Center 

The Jellybeans favor show tunes like 
One,” ‘‘Applause’’ and ‘‘The Rainbow 
Connection,”’ aiming for a mix of ‘‘strong, 
dynamic songs and schmaltzy ones,’’ Mrs 
Dawson says. ‘They try to get you to cry 
and they do it."’ Their repertoire includes 
mime, solo numbers and duets 

Every child has a chance to shine, either 
alone or with a partner — not in every

show, but at some time during the year 
They all hit a point where they're ready to 
try something, and they'll say it when 
they're ready 

Many of the Jellybeans never performed 
in any kind of production before joining the 
group. They heard the music drama classes 
going on at the YMCA, ‘‘wandered down the 
hall’’ to see what was going on, and decided 
to try it themselves, Mrs. Dawson says 

The group is made up of ‘‘a wide range of 
kids,’ from corduroys-and-sneakers types 
to the mini-dresses-and-ankle-boots set, she 
notes. They bring to the group ‘‘different 
personalities’’ and their own interests as 
well, from soccer and swimming to gym- 
nastics and ballet 

Music and drama are fun for the children 
because they don’t require ‘‘a lot of skill,” 
Mrs. Walker points out. “It takes a lot of 
work. But they can start dancing and sing- 
ing and they can be enjoying theatre imme- 
diately 

The Jellybeans are ‘‘all very talented 
but they do not all share theatrical ambi 
tions, Mrs. Dawson says 

There is no question that some of them 

could go into acting as a career,’’ she notes 

But I have a feeling that for a lot of them 
it will be a second thing in their lives. They 
will always enjoy theatre as a result of this 
Many of them, as adults, will probably get 
involved in community theatre. We don't 
talk about it as a career ambition — it’s just 
a lot of fun to do 

Several Jellybeans, however, have al 
ready branched out into professional and 
semi-professional endeavors: Shorey Walk 
er (Josie Walker's daughter) has appeared 
in a Purity Supreme television commer- 
cial; Vanessa and Jessica Hill are profes- 
sional models and have appeared in 
advertising for Jordan Marsh and Milton 
Bradley; Amy Zimmerman appeared in a 
Boston production of A Christmas Carol 
with Gene Rayburn. And Vanessa Ackley 


ind Kelley Moynihan decided to enter a 
local talent contest and, with a minimum of 
help from Mrs. Walker, won first prize 

The ‘body awareness” and ‘stage pres- 
ence’ the Jellybeans acquire will stand 
them in good stead throughout their lives, 
Mrs. Dawson believes, whatever paths they 
follow. ‘‘I don’t think any one of these kids 
will ever have problems later on in life 
talking in front of a group — that’s one good 
thing that happens for them. They develop a 
great self-image.” 

In class the Jellybeans constantly analyze 
their own performances and try to make 
them _better (a positive approach that can 

carry over into anything,’’ Cathy Dawson 
says), so they can’t help but develop a keen 
critical sense 

“They have found out that the arts are 
important in their lives. They go to the 
theatre more frequently, and they know 
what's good. Now they'll turn off a dumb 
show on TV because they know it’s a dumb 
show they won't watch just anything 
anymore. It's amazing.” 

The young performers are also taught 
that once they develop their talent, they 
must ‘‘go out and share it with people,” 
Mrs. Dawson says. ‘You've got to share it, 
you don't keep it to yourself. We whole 
heartedly believe in going out into the com 
munity 

The Jellybeans are looking forward to 
performing at the Elks Club Christmas 
banquet again, and before some of their 
favorite and most receptive audiences 
senior citizens. ‘The exchange of emotion, 
the giving back and forth’ between the 
children and their elders is touching to see. 
Josie Walker says 

The Jellybeans have learned that ‘‘when 
you're giving of yourself. you get back more 
than you give,’’ Cathy Dawson adds. **You 
can see it happening in the kids how 
much they get, and how much they're grow- 
ing

Will Rent Piano 


The nine-foot concert grand piano that 
will be used by the Boston Pops Sunday 
night during their concert at the J. Everett 
Collins Performing Arts Center is a rented 
one; the town has not yet purchased a piano 
for the arts center. 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony said yes- 
terday he could not find a piano to buy in 
time for the Pops grand opening concert at 
Andover High School. Andover will, howev- 
er, buy a piano for the center ‘‘eventually,”’ 
the manager said. 

The concert grand currently standing 
onstage at the arts center has been rented 


for one week at approximately $500, Maho- 
ny said 

Last month, members of the School 
Building Committee said they opposed a 
plan to buy a concert grand piano for the 
arts center at an estimated $20,000. Com- 
mittee members said that before they ap- 
proved spending money on a piano, they 
would like to review requests for equipment 
for the building project that were put on 
hold for lack of funding. 

Mahony said the school administration 
has compiled a list of equipment requests, 
but the building committee has not yet met 
to review that list 


represented the committee in negotiations, 
said the contract includes a six-percent 
increase during the second year. The third- 
year increase, he explained, will be tied to 
the amount of state aid the town receives 
that year. 

If state aid increases that year, teachers 
will receive a larger increase, effective in 
September. If Andover receives a mini- 
mum of state aid, the teachers’ pay in- 
crease will be smaller and will not become 
effective until mid-year. ‘There will be an 
increase in any case,”’ Robb said. 

He noted that the language of that part of 
the agreement has still to be worked out in 
detail, even though both sides of the table 
have agreed in principal. Andover Educa- 
tion Association President Stephen Jan- 
kauskas said the teachers’ union has 
ratified the contract. 

“Our concern is that, with Proposition 
2%2, so much does depend on state aid,’’ the 
committeeman explained. ‘‘From year to 
year, it’s hard to predict what that aid will 
be. But if the town benefits, so will the 
teachers.”’ 

Another significant change in the con- 
tract concerns how the school department 
will handle lay-offs, formally known as 


reduction in force. Robb said the new con- 
tract eliminates the current ‘‘‘head-and- 
shoulders”’ provision that lets the schools 
save a ‘‘superstar’’ teacher (one who 
stands head-and-shoulders above his or her 
colleagues) by laying off one with more 
seniority. 

Seniority will be the ‘‘major factor’’ in 
handling reductions in force, Robb said. 
However, he added that the new contract 
will allow the school department to retain 
an employee over one with more seniority, 
if the junior teacher is the only one on staff 
qualified to teach a particular course within 
a department. 

The amount of this year’s pay increase 
has been included in the current year's 
budget, Robb said; the schools and the 
union had agreed on a five-percent increase 
last spring, he explained, and the figure was 
funded in the current budget. 

The committeeman commended the AEA 
negotiating team for a ‘‘very professional 
set of negotiations,’’ saying there was ‘‘no 
animosity’’ at the bargaining table. He 
called the contract ‘‘very fair,’’ and said 
the teachers took into account the schools’ 
“financial situation. The spirit of the nego- 
tiations was reasonable.”’ 


Subdivision Gets 
Initial Approval 


On his fifth try, the engineer for a pro- 
posed 65-lot subdivision off River Road, 
Pleasant Street and Boutwell Road came up 
with a preliminary plan that met with Plan- 
ning Board approval last week. 

The board last Tuesday night voted three 
to one, with Chairman Jerry Greer opposed 
and Andrew Girdwood absent, to accept 
engineer Paul Ferrante’s fifth design for 
the proposed 83-acre Quail Crest cluster 
subdivision. Ferrante, of Dana F. Perkins 
Associates and representing F & ID Corp. 
and Raven Realty Trust, presented his first 
plan to the board two months ago. 

“This is like a soap opera,’’ the engineer 
said last week as he unfurled designs num- 
ber five and six for the board’s consider- 
ation. The planners had requested design 
revisions to avoid pouring too much new 
traffic onto Pleasant Street, a narrow resi- 
dential street that winds from High Plain 
Road to Bailey Road 

Ferrante’s original plan called for a 50- 
foot roadway off Pleasant Street with three 
cul-de-saes branching off that roadway for 
a total of 40 homes, and another six-lot cul 
de-sac also feeding into Pleasant Street. A 
13-lot cul-de-sac would be built off River 
Road, along with a six-lot cul-de-sac off 
Boutwell Road 

In his fifth plan, approved by the planners 
last week, the engineer proposed one 50-foot 
roadway that would enter from and then 
loop around to exit onto River Road. Four 
cul-de-sacs leading off that road would in- 
clude a total of 31 house lots. A separate 
eight-lot cul-de-sac would exit onto Pleas- 
ant Street, and a six-lot cul-de-sac would 
exit onto Boutwell 


Both Ferrante and Greer said they pre- 
ferred plan number six, which would elimi- 
nate the Pleasant Street cul-de-sac and 
instead lengthen one of the smaller River 
Road cul-de-sacs to include more homes 

Planner George Moran moved to accept 
the fifth plan because he said it avoided 
directing all the subdivision traffic onto 
River Road, and seemed to ‘‘make the most 
sense.”’ 

But Paul Curley said he still liked the 
original concept, and was unhappy that the 
plan had had to be redesigned to accommo- 
date Pleasant Street's inadequacies 

‘Why can’t the town deal with its prob- 
lem roads?’’ Curley asked. He suggested 
that townspeople exert ‘‘positive pressure’ 
on town officials to improve streets, rather 
than simply oppose new developments that 
would further strain those streets 


Despite last week’s vote, Quail Crest may 
not be out of the woods yet. Community 
Development and Planning Director Jona 
than Gilmore told Ferrante the board stil] 
wants the developer to do a traffic study on 


the River Road, Boutwell Road and Pleas 
ant Street area and if that study shows 
the approved plan might create problems 


Quail Crest will have to be re-designed once 
again 


Later in their meeting the planners ap- 
proved preliminary plans for Deerfield 
Way, which Gilmore called a ‘‘very 
straightforward’ proposal. Developers 
George and Karen Carpenter would like to 
build 10 house lots on a 13-acre site off High

Sunday’s dedication of the new performing arts cen- 
ter at the high school takes on a particularly poignant 
significance for the town. 

It completes a major school construction project 
which has resulted in updated secondary school facili- 
ties and, finally, an auditorium for both school and town 
use. 


More importantly, it makes recognition of a person 
whose accomplishments and contributions to the com- 
munity are noteworthy. That the performing arts cen- 
ter will carry the name of J. Everett Collins is 
particularly significant in view of his efforts in promot- 
ing the arts through the years. 

Completion of the project, of course, marks a suc- 
cessful effort to provide the town with the best in 
facilities for secondary education, and culminates an 
effort extending over a decade in planning and decision 
making by town boards and voters at town meeting. 


Dedication ceremonies on Sunday will officially con- 
clude the project which has resulted in a new junior 
high school, addition and renovation work at both the 
West Junior High and high school and construction of 
the new auditorium. 

The auditorium has not been completed without some 
controversy, most of it relating to the size of the 
structure, some in the community feeling that it was 
planned too small. 


It is, however, a functional structure, seating 1,200 
people and will serve not only the school and its arts 
programs, but the town as well, in official business at 
town meetings and at special events planned under the 


direction of the Andover Endowment For The Arts, Inc. 

Sunday’s ceremonies, while marking the project com- 
pletion, will take on a more personal tone in the dedica- 
tion of the building to J. Everett Collins. 

There will be family events during the afternoon, with 
various arts groups giving performances, then a ribbon 
cutting and some dedicatory exercises, concluding in 
the evening with the appearance of the Boston Pops. 

Collins has served the town as a selectmen and the 
area as a State representative. He has also contributed 
to the life of the community as a member of many 
boards and committees and through his membership in 
various civic-minded Andover organizations. 

But, he is best known in Andover and throughout the 
community for his musical contributions begun as a 
choir boy at Christ Church many years ago. 

From that point on, his love of music has led him to 
church choirs throughout the Boston and New England 
area, both as soloist and director. 

He has assisted with the Andover school music pro- 
gram for many years, much of it on an almost volunteer 
basis. 

And, what would the Christmas season in Andover be 
without the Andover Choral Society’s presentation of 
‘The Messiah’”’ under the direction of J. Everett Col- 
lins, an annual event for over 50 years.

WASHINGTON — There 
is an untold story behind 
President Reagan’s decision 
not to take tough action 
against the Soviets for shoot- 
ing down the South Korean 
airliner with 269 persons 
aboard. The president 
indulged in some tough- 
sounding rhetoric, but the 
sanctions he announced 
amounted to a slap on the 
wrist for the Kremlin. 

Reagan’s decision not to 
punish the Soviets, either 
economically or symbolical- 
ly, drew cries of outrage 
from his right-wing support- 
ers. They felt betrayed by 
the man they had worked so 
diligently to put in the White 
House. Opinion polls showed 
that the public also expected 
tougher action by the admin- 
istration. 

So President Reagan has 
asked, rather plaintively, 
what his critics would have 
him do? 

The fact is there were 
some tough proposals made 
to the president by his top 
advisers. The Defense 
Department, in particular, 
argued forcefully for sanc- 
tions that would punish the 
Soviets for their savage 
attack. 

The matter was thrashed 
out at a meeting of the 
National pr Council. 
Our sources say the meeting 
turned into a real donny- 
brook. 

Defense Secretary Caspar 
Weinberger came to the 
meeting armed with argu-

ments in favor of a tough 
response to the Soviets, and 
he pleaded his case in no 
uncertain terms. The 
National Security Council 
staff supported Weinberger. 

But Secretary of State 
George Shultz argued just as 
forcefully for a more 
restrained response. The 
State Department had pre- 
pared its own list of possible 
sanctions, and they were far 
milder than the Pentagon’s 
proposals. 

In the end, the president 
took Shultz’s advice. Our 
sources say Reagan person- 
ally favored the more mod- 
erate course anyway. He felt 
it would help him politically 
by moderating his image as 
a irigger-happy cowboy. 

We have learned, mean- 
while, that the coldblooded 
Soviet attack was just the 
latest episode in a continu- 
ing drama in the skies. Other 
planes have strayed into 
Soviet airspace and been 
fired upon. 

In fact, the Russians have 
tried to lure planes into their 
airspace by scrambling nav- 
igational signals along their 
borders. The practice is 
called “meaconning.” The 
unsuspecting pilot is 
“meaconned”’ into forbidden 
Soviet skies. Then he may 
suddenly find himself the 
object of target practice by 
Soviet fighters. 

There have been several 
incidents; most have 
involved military reconnais- 
sance planes. The practice 
has become so common that 
pilots who fly near Soviet

borders are given naviga- 
tional maps with a special 
warning. They are told that 
radio signals cannot be 
trusted and that they might 
be fired on if they stray off 
course. 

FOUL FOOD?: Congress 
will soon be investigating a 
health threat that the Amer- 
ican public is largely una- 
ware of — imported food 
contaminated by pesticides. 

As odd as it may seem, the 
strict safety standards the 
government applies to food 
produced in this country are 
not enforced against import- 
ed products. Only about 1 
percent of food from abroad 
is actually tested for poison- 
ous residues. 

Yet it’s precisely the 
imported foodstuffs that 
should be most strictly 
checked. Pesticides that 
American farmers are not 
allowed to use are sold over- 
seas with no restrictions. 
And many foreign farmers 
don’t use the poisons 
correctly. The result is dan- 
gerously high levels of 
chemicals in the food for- 
eign nations sell to Ameri- 
can consumers. 

Hearings on the problem 
will be held in the House of 
Representatives later this 
month. Senate action is also 
planned.

Stabile Paces Warrior Win

As advertised during the pre-season, it 
was speed, the kicking game and Andover 
High's trademark ‘‘big play’’offense that 
sparked the Golden Warriors to a 17-14 
Merrimack Valley Football Conference vic- 
tory over surprisingly-tough Lawrence 
High in the opening game for both schools 
last Saturday at Veterans Stadium. 

The speed was provided by senior half- 
back Bob Stabile who gained 127 yards 
rushing in 14 carries and scored what 
proved to be the winning touchdown on a 
brilliant 62-yard run during the first minute 
of the fourth quarter. 

The kicking game was courtesy of Charlie 
Ziegenbein and Mark Nardone, the former 
booting a 23-yard fieldgoal and two conver- 
sions, and the latter coming back from a 
shanked first punt to average 36.4 yards on 
five kicks )including 52 and 44-yarders). 

In addition to Stabile’s electrifying run, 
the big play offense included a fine 31-yard 
scoring pass from alternate quarterback 
Ralph Dellatto to senior wide receiver 
Mark Grams who made a diving catch in 
the endzone. 

Lawrence proved much tougher than 
most people anticipated, spotting the Gold- 
en Warriors a 10-0 lead in the first six 
minutes before regrouping and playing very 
tough the rest of the way 

The Andover defense was put to the test, 
and while it surrendered 152 yards rushing, 
92 yards passing and 106 more on returns, it 
also produced solid efforts from a host of 
players including co-captains Bill Donovan 
and Mike Griffin, lan Dowe (two sacks), 
Mike Gibson, Nardone, Stabile (fumble re- 
covery), safety Bill Vickers (interception), 
Ziegenbein (interception), Joe Puccia, so- 
phomore Mark Polakow, Chris Scarpa and 
John Barry 

Quick Strike 

The game started ss if it would be an 
Andover blowout, as the Golden Warriors 
scored the first two times they touched the 
ball 

Stabile set up the first score, pouncing on 
a fumble by Lancers’ veteran quarterback 
Tim Bryant at the Lawrence 34 on the 
game's fifth play. 

Dellatto, who alternated with senior 
Scarpa at quarterback throughout the en- 
tire game, was thrown for a four-yard loss 
on AHS’ first scrimmage play of the regular 
1983 season. 

Stabile then took a handoff from Scarpa 
for a seven-yard gain and Dellatto followed 
with the 3l-yard scoring strike to Grams. 

Grams dove for the football, bobbled it 
briefly in midair, then cradled it as he hit 
the ground 

Ziegenbein, who converted 11-of-11 extra

point attempts last year, split the uprights 
with his left-footed boot to make it 7-0 just 
3:31 into the contest 
The alternating at quarterback was a 
first for Andover Head Coach Dick Collins, 
who said the system worked well and did nothing to 
disrupt the continuity of the offense 
The two kids were just so close during the pre- 
season that I felt they both deserved to play,”’ 
explained Collins.

The drive eventually stalled, however, with Zie- 
genbein coming on to kick a 23-yard fieldgoal for a 
0-0 advantage at the 6:19 mark 
It was Ziegenbein’s second career three-poinier, 
the first coming against Tewksbury last September 
to key a 10-7 Andover triumph 
Lawrence got its offense untracked following 
Nardone’s long kickoff, which junior speedster Ken 
Covey returned from the four to the 38 
The Lancers needed 12 plays to march 62 yards 
for their first TD, the keys a 17-yard run by Covey, 
and eight-yard pass from Bryant to Tom Caroll and 
a questionable interference call on a Bryant bomb 
to Caroll 
The long pass was well overthrown with Caroll in 
no position to make a catch, but the interference 
penalty was called and it gave Lawrence a new life 
with a first and goal at the AHS 10-yard line (it was 
fourth-and-20 play)

The score remained 10-6 when Ian Dowe stuffed 
LeFebre on the two-point conversion rush, but the 
Lancers were clearly back in the game. 

The rivals then traded. interceptions, Vickers 
picking off a Bryant aerial at the Andover 19 and 
LHS junior Art Halloran returning the favor four 
plays later on a Scarpa pass intended for Ziegen- 
bein at the Lancers’ 37.

“That was really the difference between our 
being ahead 17-0 at halftime and Lawrence hanging 
in there at 10-6,"’ continued Collins. ‘‘When they 
scored that touchdown it brought them out in the 
second half feeling they had a good shot at winning 
the ame.” 

Which they did 

Little of consequence happened in the third quar- 
ter as the teams exchanged three punts. 

Early in the fourth period an 18-yard run by 
Lawrence moved the ball into Andover real estate,

We 
would like to offer an explanation of what has been happening and what we have 
done to correct the situation. 


Boosters To

where school officials began to discourage 


enrollments when the class size rose to 36 
because the school could not promise it 


would add another section. Four students 


have since dropped the course because it 
was overcrowded, Seifert said — ‘‘and 
that’s an example of no flexibility.” 

Students at the high or low end of the 
ability scale, those who ‘‘don’t fall into the 
middle’’, are likely to experience ‘‘signifi- 
cant adjustments”’ this year because of the 
reduction in instructional aide time, he 
added 

The schools are also coping with some 
computer problems in scheduling, Seifert 
said, and staffers are ‘‘working frantically 
to see that that's remedied.”’ 

On the positive side, a new custodial 
management plan is ‘‘working well,’’ and 
the superintendent said he noticed that con- 
ditions at West Junior High have ‘‘im- 
proved significantly’ this fall. A few 

slight problems”’ still remain to be worked 
out between the custodians and town/school 
maintenance crews, he said, adding that 
that was simply ‘‘a question of commu- 
nicating.’’ 

And he added that he delivered a 45-min- 
ute presentation to the faculty in the new J 
Everett Collins Performing Arts Center 
without benefit of a sound system.
